Some Interesting revelations fi* 4° 
the experiences of German airmen in 
their raids on England »re given In 
Daily Mail. 
It savs that the story of 
the-e Gotha raids is the story of tlm 
Third German Bombing squadron of 
about 30 maehln«**, which were .sta­ 
tioned In flights at St. Denis, Westrem, 
Gontrode and Mariakerke, In Belgium 
An insight into the character of the 
Gotha crews— the best pilots refused 
the work—is g ained from the fact that 
when order* came through for an at­ 
tack on England two hours before the 
start runners were sent posthaste to 
search the brothels and drinking shops 
of Ghent to warn the personnel. 
It 
wtts common enough for several of tin* 
pilots to find ¡it ihe moment of start­ 
ing n “ defect” sufficient to send them 
back to their beer. 
They seldom ad­ 
justed the machines themselves, al­ 
though one pilot says he fitted no few­ 
er than five new engines in the xlar- 
board nacelle before he found one to 
work properly. 
Of the machine* which started, one- 
fourth never reached the English const, 
an«l of those that crossed one-half 
turned hack before reaching London.
